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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that that the combined signal of 
Hillman is transmitted after processing (e.g. modulation at the chosen RF), not the baseband. The argument, while correct, is not 
convincing because the upconverted (RF) signal retains the same relationship as is present in the baseband signal; the RF signal still has 
a predefined spectrum with the data located in a peripheral region of that spectrum. Therefore, Hillman does teach that a data signal is 
transmitted in a transmission frequency range within a predefined transmission and reception spectrum, the predefined transmission and 
reception spectrum being greater than the transmission frequency range for the data signal. 
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
